The vital question in the Prince 
Edward case is whether the Su- 
preme Court intended to let the 
district courts have descretion to 
allow an indefinite delay in inte- 
gration. 

Sterling Hutcheson, federal dis- 
trict judge in Richmond, Va., 
read the Supreme Court opinion 
as giving him that discretion.

Casoline Prices 
Rise Here After 
Wholesale Boost 


A wholesale gasoline markup 
Monday increased retail prices in | 
the metropolitan area. 

Effects of a 2.7 cents a gallon 
wholesale price increase to major 
brand dealers caused fluctuating 
prices. A survey showed prices 
up about 2 cents on regular and 
premium gasolines at major oil 
company stations. Some dealers 
marked up prices Sunday. 

Milton F. Allen, executive sec- 
retary of the Georgia Assn. of Pe- 
troleum Retailers, said the 2.7 
cents will have to be absorbed by 
the consumer. 

Independent retailers were hold- 
ing regular gasoline to about 26.9 
cents, while major brand dealers 
were reported Monday to have 
generally raised their prices for 
regular to 31.9 cents plus sales 
tax. 


It seemed clear that the condi- 
tions set forth by Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko in his mes- 
sage to French Foreign Minister 
Christian Pineau for such a gath- 
ering would not be acceptable to 
the Western powers.

| Italian Couple, Judges, Prosecutors 


Excommunicated for Trial of Bishop

ROME, March 3—The automatic excommunication of Mauro Bellandi 


a gro- 


cer in the Tuscan town of Prato, and his wife Loriana for causing their bishop to 
be tried and sentenced by an Italian penal court for criminal defamation of char- 
| acter was announced by the Vatican newspaper Osservatore Romano this afternoon. 


The judges, public prosecutor, 
counsel for the prosecution and 
everyone else who in any way 
contributed to the sentencing of 
the bishop have also been excom- 
municated. 

At the same time Pope Pius 
XIl, who regards the trial and 
sentencing of the Bishop of Pra- 
to as evidence of resurgent anti- 
clericalism in Italy, showed his 
bitterness and grief by suspend- 
ing the celebration of the 19th an- 
niversary of his coronation, which 
was to be held in St. Peter's 
Basilica on March 12. 


HURT DEEPLY 


The Vatican pointed out that 
no measure could have given 
more convincing proof of how 
deeply the Pope has been hurt 
by the sentencing of one of his 
bishops. It is necessary to go 
back to 1931, when the church was 
in full conflict with the Fascist 
regime, to find a precedent for the 
Pope’s actions. In that year Pope 
Pius XI cancelled the journey to 
Padua of a cardinal legate who 
was to represent him at rites that 
were to mark the seventh cente- 
nary of the death of St. Anthony 
of Padua. 


In the present case the Vatican 
can hardly accuse the Italian 
government itself of anti-clerical- 
ism, since the Christian Demo- 
cratic party, which is governing 
Italy without allies, is a party 
that professes reverence 
Christian principles. Nevertheless 


the Vatican feels the church has | 


suffered a grievous wrong at the 
hands of the Italian judiciary and 
the government did not exert it- 
self sufficiently in defense of the 
church’s position. Relations be- 
tween the Vatican and the Ital- 
ian government have therefore 
become strained.

It’s Shabby Politics

The Griffin administration is engaged 
in an exhibition of firing persons in state 
jobs, some under the merit system, who 
didn’t jump through the hoop held in front 
of them by Cheney Griffin, the official 
“aide.”

He is not really a political 
accident, in that some shrewd manipula- 
tions were made in his behalf. The forces 
which wanted to defeat Candidate M. E. 
Thompson threw some help to Candidate 
Charles Gowen and also made personal 
appeals to county leaders in Mr. Griffin's 
behalf. 

Cheney Griffin, the holder-of-the- 
hoop-through-which-all-employes -must- 
jump, has made a name for himself. at 
frequently is on the lips of state employes 
and those who are called to Cheney's of- 
fice to discuss business with the state.

Expressway Completion 
Concerns Entire Regton 


The just-completed Fulton County 
Grand Jury session quite properly went 
into a rather detailed study of prob- 
lems standing in the way of a speedier 
completion of the expressway system and 
the downtown connectors. : 

The jury rightly calls this not just an 
Atlanta problem but one which concerns 
the entire state. As the distribution center 
for an entire region, completion of the 
connectors is a vital matter for business 
and industry throughout Georgia. 

In other. words, completion of the ex- 
pressway and the connectors as part of 
the interstate highway system affects the 
economy of the entire state and region. 
All road blocks in the way should be re- 
moved as rapidly as possible. 


In their discussion of expressway 
traffic, the jury made some other con- 
structive suggestions. Especially do we 


need some kind of education program for 
expressway drivers, even to the extent of 
detailing additional officers for constant 
patrol and law enforcement until people do 
learn to drive. The expressways today are 
dangerous and threats to life and limb 
because of careless, ignorant arivers. 

Other recommendations for better 
routeemarking and exit signs and facili- 
ties are worthy of study. 

Rut meanwhile, ‘expressway construc- 
tion and street improvement projects in- 
cluded in the recent bond issue should be 
speeded in every manner possible. Delays 
are not only holding back the City of At- 
lanta but hampering the state's economy 
through traffic congestion.

John Held’s ‘Flappers’ 
Were Symbol of Era 


John Held Jr. is dead at his New Jer- 
sey home and news of it will bring a 
twinge of pain (from remembering hap- 
pier days) to those who are middle-aged 
and beyond. John Held was the cartoon- 
ist whose drawings of “flappers” caught 
the essence of the period known variously 
as “The Roaring 20's,” “The Aspirin Age” 
and “The Era of Wonderful Nonsense.” 

His flappers were “cute,” but ultra- 
sophisticated. They were all thin, flat- 
chested and clad in the sack-dress fash- 
ions of the time. Their hemlines were at 
the knees. They wore those inverted flow- 
er pot hats and they smoked cigarettes in 
holders. They drank bathtub gin, they 
“necked” and they liked speed in con- 
vertibles—-with the top down. F. Scott 
Fitzgerald caught them and their male 
counterparts in his novels and short sto- 
ries of what he called “The Jazz Age.” It 
was more than that. It was that of “The 
Lost Generation,” the revolt against all 
that was provincial and confining, the 


flight from inner loneliness and a thumb- 
ing of the nose at conformity and its 
apostles. 

John Held’s defiant, sufficient and 
somehow pathetically endearing little 
flapper was the best symbol. A lot of 
gaffers, getting to be old gaffers, will 
recall with pleasure and with sorrow that 
their day, and hers, is gone forever.

Atlanta Procrastinates 


Recommendations by the second con- 
secutive Fulton County jury that Atlanta’s 
water supply be fluoridated to reduce 
tooth decay should mean the city will act 
accordingly. 

We hope that it does. 

For reasons hard for us to understand 
and in face of a preponderance of scien- 
tific evidence, the City of Atlanta has 
stalled on a program now effective in 44 
Georgia communities. 

The immediate obstacle, as explained 
by Mayor Hartsfield, is the Plan of Im- 
provement forbids the city to spend 
money for health. 

Surely, the city water department and 
the Fulton County Health Department can 
work out an agreement on the project. 

For that matter, it can be argued eas- 
ily that health is the major, if not the 
only, reason for chlorination of a water 
supply.

The boy Ben went to work as soon as 
he was able. At 16, for example, he was a 
copy boy for The Atlanta Constitution.

tion of the harm the tongue can do 


“Behold how great a matter 4 
little fire kindleth! And the 
tongue is a fire, a world of iniqui-

Disability Question 


WASHINGTON — Eisenhower has _ rendered 


the nation and the presidency 


a valuable 


service in removing all doubt that there will be = 

any vacuum in the highest office if he suffers disability and is not 
aware of it. There never has been any doubt that if Eisenhower de- 
termined he was unable to serve further, he would himself certify his 
disability whereupon Vice President Nixon would instantly become 


acting president. 

Now the President has made 
sure that during the remainder 
of his term there will be a clear 
and workable procedure in the 
event he should become disabled 
but not conscious of his own dis- 
ability. He has done this through 
a ‘‘clear understanding’’ with Nix- 
on and by putting this understand- 
ing in a letter which he has en- 
trusted to the vice president, the 
members of the Cabinet and the 
assistant to the President, Sher- 
man Adams. 


T he ‘clear understanding”’ 
which has been reached between 
Eisenhower and Nixon, ac- 
cording to my information, pro- 
vides: 

That if the President certifies 
his disability, the powers and 
duties but not the presidency it- 
self shall devolve upon the vice 
president. 


That Nixon will cease serving 
as President whenever Eisen- 
hower shall certify that he has 
recovered. 

That if the President should not 
be aware of his disability, that 
decision shall be made by the 
vice president with the advice of 
a majority of the Cabinet. 

This is good news because it 
means Eisenhower has dissolved 
the haunting anxiety that some

we might have a repetition of the 
terrible vacuum in the function- 
ing of the presidency as we had 
during the Garfield and Wilson 
administrations.

In the only two serious cases of 
presidential disability to date — 
in the Garfield and Wilson ad- 
minstratons — Vice President 
Arthur and Vice President Mar- 
shall were not called to act as 
president because of the fear that 
the vice president would actually 
become president and _ thereby 
supersede the disabled president 
for the remainder of the term. 

This needs to be cleared up 
unequivocally. 

The second reason a Consti- 
tutional amendment is needed is 
that there is no orderly procedure 
for determining presidential dis- 
ability when the President is un- 
able or unwilling to acknowledge 
his disability.

With a large majority, 
giving him a stronger grip on the 
Democratic organization in New 
York, he would be a figure to 


be reckoned with in the choice 
of a Democratic candidate for 
President in 1960. 

One reason the politicians who 
run the Democratic Party in the 
State gave Harriman, the ama- 
teur, an opportunity in 1954 to 
run for governor was because 
the chances seemed so slim. 
Thomas E. Dewey, retiring to 
go into a lucrative law practice, 
had built up a supposedly strong 
Republican organization. A nd 
Dewey had pressured Sen. Irving 
M. Ives, a successful vote-getter 
with some labor support, into 
taking the Republican nomination. 

The professionals laughed when, 
in the words of that advertise- 
ment of long ago, Harriman sat 
down at the piano. But he put 
on a tremendously hard cam- 
paign, spending freely of his 
energies and his money. The 
Republicans made one blunder 
after another. And at the end of 
a long count Harriman had won 
by 11,000 votes out of nearly five 
million cast.

But plenty happened after they 
returned. James M. Herrmann 


his wife, Lucille, and the chil- 
dren, Lucille and Jimmy, appar- 
ently a close-knit, affectionate 
family, became the center of a 
disruptive mystery. 


BOTTLES FALL 


On Feb. 6 and 7 incidents re- 
curred. One Sunday, the 9th, the 
father said two bottles slid off 
a bathroom ledge in paths at 
right angles to each other, land- 
ing at the feet of Jimmy, who 
was brushing his teeth. 


“The poor kid freezes and you 
can’t blame him,” said Herr- 
mann. 


The same day, a shampoo bot- 
tle on Mrs. Herrmann’s vanity 
table did its “usual act’’—ac- 
cording to her husband—of pop- 
ping its top. Herrmann called 
Nassau County police, and Detec- 
tive Joseph Tozzi of the Seventh 
Squad was assigned. 


DETECTIVE STUMPED 


Yesterday—at his own home 
nearby, several hours before last 
night’s new developments at the 
Herrmanns’—Detective Tozzi said 
he was stumped. He has a brief- 
case full of data. He has con- 
sulted ‘“‘every kind of engineer.” 
He has spent hours with the fam- 
ily and interviewed its members 
separately; and he has worked 
closely. with a parapsychologist 
from Duke University. 

Detective Tozzi is baffled but 
not discouraged. 


On the evening of Feb. 20, the 
detective was in the Herrmann 
living room, completing some 
notes. Earlier, he had deliberately 
placed a full sugar bowl near a 
corner of a table in the adjoining 
dinette. Jimmy Herrmann was do- 
ing homework at the end of the 
table furthest from the sugar. 


BOWL EXPLODES 


All at once the bowl “‘exploded’”’ 
(as Mrs. Herrmann put it). It| 


laded in the hall and showered | 


grains all over. 


Detective Tozzi phoned his chief. 


He said there was no doubt the 
incident had occurred and that 
in his opinion, in view of the 
time and distance factors in- | 
volved, no hand had touched ms 
bowl. 

Asked about it, Jimmy simply 
said: “I heard the noise.” 

Soon after the detective left, 
an ink bottle on the table popped 
its screw-top, took off and spat- 
tered the hall. At the moment, 
Mrs. Hermann was on the phone 
in the dinette, with Jimmy at her 
side. Detective Tozzi hurried back. 

But the wierdest was to come. 


REPORTER ALONE 
On the night of the 24th, Dave 


Kahn, a reporter for Newsday. 
was alone in the living room. At 
9 p.m., he was reading on a chair 
chosen specifically so that his 
eyes would be on a direct line 
with Jimmy’s darkened room. 


Suddenly a 10-inch geographic 


globe, ordinarily on top of a'| 
metal-rod bookcase at the far | 
side of Jimmy’s room, hurtled 
across the hall.

The reporter rushed across the 
hall and flipped on the light in 
the boy’s room. He was sitting up 
in bed, his legs blanketed.

“possible but improbable’ that 
the boy had thrown the globe. 


STATUETTE FLIES 


The next day, a statuette of the 
Virgin Mary ‘“‘flew’’ from a dres- 
ser top in the Herrmans’ bed- 


room across to the dressing table. 
It knocked down a wedding pic- 
ture and hit the rim of a shield- 
shaped mirror. 


Frem the kitchen, Mrs. Her- 
mann called out at the sound of 
the crash.

Commissioner Zack Cravey and 
who also is an insurance business- 
man has been called as a witness 
before a joint legislative commit- 
tee. 


Deputy Loan Commissioner 
Ralph Cadle, who serves under 
Cravey, is expected to be a wit- 
ness before the committee investi- 
gating insurance rates when it 
holds its first public hearing 
March 11. 

Rep. Frank Twitty, chairman, 
said the committee hearing will 
begin at 10 a.m. at the State 
Capitol. 


ATHENS FIRM 


Cadle is president of an Athens 
insurance agency that he formed 
in 1954 when he was the state’s 
chief insurance investigator. He 
became deputy loan commissioner 
in 1955 after the Legislature en- 
acted the Industrial Loan Law. 

Cravey said Monday he will 
have a statement soon about Cadle 
and John H. Cook, state insurance 
examiner who also is connected 
with a private insurance firm. 
After ‘The Atlanta Constitution dis- 
closed the private insurance in- 
terests of Cadle and Cook last 
week, Cravey said he would ask 
for a written explanation from 
both men. 

In a letter to Cravey, Twitty 
asked the insurance commis- 
sioner to appear before the com- 
mittee March 11 along with Cadle 
and anyone in the insurance de- 
partment who “might be able to 
discuss the proposed insurance 
rates.” 

Twitty’s committee was or- 
ganized by the Legislature after 
Cravey approved auto and fire 
insurance rate increases averag- 
ing about 15 per cent. The com- 
mittee is charged with the re- 
spensibility of determining if the 
increases are justified. 


COPY OF PETITION 


In the letter, Twitty also asked 
Cravey to bring to the hearing 
“a copy of the petition and sup- 
porting documents signed by -the 
various insurance companies and 
the (rating) bureau wherein a 
request was made for the new 


schedule of fire and casualty in- | 


surance rates. 


Twitty assured Cravey and | 
members of his department that | 


they would be “given a most 
courteous hearing.”’ 

At a hearing called on the rate 
Increases last week, Twitty ac- 
cused Cravey of bringing a 
“cheering section’ with him. The 
meeting, held in the House cham- 
bers at the Capitel, was packed 
with insurance representatives. 
The crowd demonstrated noisily 
several times against Twitty 
when he engaged in exchanges 
with Cravey and a representative 
of the insurance industry.

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H ux-Rainey Vows Spoken

ATHENS, Ga., March 3— 
Blaring jazz and heart-rending 
ballads of the university hang- 
out’s juke box have given way 
to more thrilling sounds—chil- 
dren’s and grownups’ first 
words. 

Today the students in speech 
therapy and teaching of the 
mentally and physically retard- 
ed train where university co- 
eds and college Joes once met 
for between-class coffee breaks, 
the College Co-op. 

A national shortage of spe- 
cially trained teachers brought 
into being one of the newest 
programs of study at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, the Program 
for Exceptional Children. 

And a_ building shortage 
moved the program into the 
Co-op, redecorated and special- 
ly equipped, while the Co-op 
moved on to new headquarters 
in Denmark Dining Hall. 

50 MAJORS 


Starting out in 1953 with four 
majors, the department now has 
50 full-time majors with about 
50 more students working to- 
ward their special education de- 
grees during the summer term. 

Lab work for the speech cor- 
rection majors is obtained 
through the department's 
“speech clinic’ with students 
and teachers working. together 
on children and adult patients 
from the Athens, Atlanta and 
Gainesville areas. 

Although the clinic is rela- 
tively new, more than 1,200 pa- 
tients have been examined since 
1953 and hundreds of others 
await their turns on the clinic's 
long waiting list. 

The speech therapy involves 
rehabilitating persons with 
speech defects such as stutter- 
ing and inablity to make certain 
sounds. Some of the defects oc- 
cur from abnormal development 
while hearing or psychological 
problems cause other speech 
defects. 

In order to handle the wide 
variety of cases and distinguish 
individual problems, the stu- 
dents are taught to diagnose the 
patients’ problems through the 
administration and interpreta- 
tion of certain tests; such as the 
audiometer to gauge and re- 
cord the amount of hearing loss. 

After deciding the major fac- 
tors leading to the problem, the 
student must then map out the 
therapy for this particular case.

Similar intensive training is 
conducted for student teachers 
in the mentally and physically 
handicapped divisions of the 
program. 

An extensive research project 
in mental retardation is under 
way as a part of a $33,000 grant 
from the U.S. Office of Educa-

Teachers of the mentally re- 
tarded, if they have regular 
classroom certificates, can re- 
ceive a provisional certificate

Hold the chair easy, children. It may take Mama a time to 
lower herself into it. The liniment’s on the top shelf and when you've 
found it, reach me that piece of paper I dropped down there by my 
big toe. I can’t... quite... stretch... that... far... and 
I did want to write a piece about... mountain. ..climb... 
ooooh EASY, I said! 

Those mocking, misleading false friends, the mountains. How 
was I to know that at certain seasons of the year, say the first of 
March, the eternal hills, those symbols of serenity and constancy, 
act like what they ain't? 


It certainly LOOKED like a little old hill. Right after lunch I 
noticed it. We hauled the old deal table off the porch and set it in 
the sun at the end of the house out of the wind. And after we had 
put away substantial quantities of Fried Chicken and sliced pork 
and potato salad and chocolate pound cake, brought by friends 
(I find it advantageous to invite friends to a picnic!), everybody 
dribbled off to their own pursuits. 


The girls spread a blanket in the sun on the sheltered slope 
down near the beekeeper’s spring. My son beat me to the ham- 
mock and our food-bearing friends packed up their platters and 
casseroles and said they had to go back to town. I was waving 
them off when I noticed the little old hill. 


It rose up steeply from the point where Holly Creek makes a 
sparkling, tuneful “‘U”’ turn. I sat on the bank of the creek for 
some time allowing my lunch to settle and enjoying the sound the 
creek made as it rushed past that little hill. Then I began to notice 
that up the bank, after you got past the dense growth of laurel and 
rhododendron there were dogwood and maple trees nicely arranged 
for hand-holds. If a body, as we say in the mountains, wanted to 
climb that hill, you could sort of swing yourself from one little tree 
trunk to the other. 


Or so it seemed. 

Once my dog, Abel, and I had forded the creek, being careful 
not to slip on the mossy stones, the climb was straight up. Like 
climbing a ladder, except I never encountered a ladder that was 
carpeted with pine needles. I skidded and slipped and made half 
the climb on my stomach and Abel, intoxicated by the air and 
water, bounded ahead of me, scrambling up rocky precipices and 
sending dirt, leaves and pine cones showering down on my head. 

When you've started something like that there’s no going back. 
The only way to move is forward. I was puffing when I attained 
the top and had to sit a time in the sun to catch my breath. The 
wind stirred around in the valley, tossing tree tops and whipping 
the creek into a spray where it fell over the rocks, but it was still 
on my little mountain and Abel and I rested there a long time, 
watching the soft white clouds move lazily across the guileless 
March sky. The trunk of a dead and fallen tree leaned in the 
crotch of a big pine and sounded like a ship’s rigging sighing and 
creaking as wood rubbed on wood. 


Patches of mottled gray and dark green heart leaves grew 
nearby and I picked up a pine cone and admired the flower-like 
shape and markings of its petals. The sun drew a sharp, heady 
fragrance from hemlock and pine, and as I looked at creek and 
cabin roof and tree tops below me I must have become a little 
intoxicated myself. My eye rested on another hill on the other 
side of the creek, one even higher than the one on which I rested. 


It was a beautiful blue, pointed hill and . . . well, the chil- 
dren say it’s my fault and not the fault of the mountains. It’s that 
SECOND mountain, they say in the tone of one alcoholic warning 
another about drink. Always pass up that SECOND mountain.

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India Woman Beats 
The Winter in a Sari

NEW YORK, March 3—A slender young woman 
dressed for tropical temperatures was not bothered 
by the recent wave of arctic weather. 


While most citizens were con- 
cerned with fur-lined boots and 
electric blankets, Hira Nirodi, 
the only Indian woman execu- 
tive in the United States, did 
not even shiver. Wearing thong 
sandals on her bare feet and a 
fragile-looking cotton sari over 
a thin blouse and long petti- 
coat, Miss Nirodi made only 
one concession to the weather: 
she wore a winter coat and, 
whenever the streets are slushy, 
she substitutes closed flat- 
heeled shoes for sandals. 

In her office on East 49th 
street, where she is assistant 
director of the India Govern- 
ment Tourist Office, Miss Ni- 
rodi evokes the image of India 
as effectively as the vivid 
posters on the walls. Dressed 
exactly as she would be at her 
home in Bangalore—a city in 
the south of India—her appear- 
ance has changed in one re- 
spect. She now wears a light 
pink shade of lipstick. 

RED POWDER 


The only makeup Miss Nirodi 
brought from India was a small 
supply of red powder that is 
used for the “‘tikki,”” or round 
dot, on the forehead. The pow- 
der is daubed on the skin after 
petroleum jelly is applied. Like 
rouge or mascara, it is simply 
an embellishment and does not 
connotate caste. 


Indian women have their own 
techniques with make-ups, Miss 
Nirodi observed. Lipstick is 
rarely worn among the women 
of Bangalore. For a manicure, 
they crush the leaves of a 
““mendhi” plant and apply the 
paste to their nails. At least 
one hour is required for the 
nails to dry. The paste is then 
peeled off, leaving a permanent 
coral tint. 

Indian women have their own 
“doe-eyed”’ look and it is not 
unusual for 5-year-old girls to 
have heavily made-up eyes. A 
paste called “kajal” or ‘‘kohl’’ 
is made by mixing soot with 
castor oil. It is applied to both 
rims of the eyes and it alleged- 
ly has a cooling, soothing ef- 


| fect. 


PIERCED EARS 


Most Indian women begin to 
oil their hair during childhood 
so that it can be arranged more 
smoothly and have a brighter 
sheen. Much is made of jew- 
elry, too, for girls have their 
ears pierced 12 days after they 
are born. 

Indian women can be secure 
about their wardrobes, for no 
fashion designer has yet ren- 
dered the sari obsolete. 

When Miss Nirodi arrived in 
New York, she came with a 
long-range but lightweight ward- 
robe: 25 blouses, 20 saris of 
silk, cotton and chiffon, 15 cot- 
ton petticoats that go to the 


ankles and 12 pairs of leather 


MANY CHANGES 

At home, she explained, serv- 
ants cost little and do all the 
family laundry. Consequently, 
an average woman could con- 
ceivably change saris four or 
five times a day.

We, the members of the Jan- 
uary-February term, 1958 Grand 
Jury respectfully submit to the 
court our findings and present- 
ments. 

AIRPORT 

An examination was made of 
the physical facilities and serv- 
ice operation at the Atlanta Air- 
port. We feel that since the air- 
port is a profitable operation, a 
small additional budget aimed at 
improving the physical cleanli- 
ness of the passenger terminal 
would be in line. There have 
been numerous complaints about 
just plain messiness and odorous 
conditions in and around the pas- 
senger terminal. A very small 
expenditure would correct these 
| conditions. 


| It has been brought to the at- 
tention of this Jury that the pres- 
ent restaurant facilities do not 
‘cover the needs of a great seg- 
ment of the traveling public who 
are on limited budgets. We rec- 
ommend that some space be al- 
lotted to a cafeteria-type opera- 
tion where hot food could be pro- 
vided at a more moderate price. 

The principal source of com- 
plaint about the operation at the 
Atlanta Airport has to do with 


| file numerous complaints, 


the taxi facilities. We have on 

sup- 
ported by affidavits, showing dis- 
crimination and all proving that 
some change is necessary in or- 
der to insure smooth and satis- 
factory handling of passengers 
leaving the terminal. The present 
exclusive contract for taxi and 
bus services has netted the city 
revenue of $32,509.36 during the 
year 1957. Reliable’ estimates 
show that 20 per cent of the traf-

their power to hasten the com- 
pletion of these projects, not just 
for the benefit of the residents of 
Atlanta and the surrounding area, 
but for the benefit of all Georgia, 
for:

Anything that is done that will 
speed up and make more effi- 
cient all the functions of this 
main hub, known as Atlanta, will 
be of vital help to all of Georgia 
and the Southeast—not only in a 
commercial way, but also in 
many other vital ways in case of 
a national emergency. We would 
like to urge that the newspapers 
start and continue an educational 
and selling program so that all 
the residents of Georgia will real- 
ize that this is not a sectional 
project, but a project for all the 
people and in such a program 
there will, of necessity, be more 
money spent in some areas than 
others. 

TRAFFIC 

In order to alleviate conges- 
tion and confusion on the Express- 
way system, the following sugges- 
tions are respectfully offered for 
the consideration of State, Coun- 
ty and City officials who have 
jurisdiction over traffic on the 
above system: 

1. That an education plan be 
adopted in order to speed up traf- 
fic as well as make it safer for 
those who are riding on the sys- 
tem. Slow traffic at peak hours 
causes “in and out” weaving and 
is a dangerous practice. The in- 
side lane at present is a 40- 
M.P.H minimum—50-M.P.H max- 
imum zone. For a period of six 
months this Jury suggests that 
this be raised to 45-M.P.H mini- 
mum and the maximum equal to 
the State system of 60 M.P.H 
during the day and 50 M.P.H. at 
night. 

At the present time there is no 
law on the books for law enforce- 
ment officers to enforce the min- 
imum speed requirements. A 
slow driver who holds up traffic 
and causes weaving is danger- 
ous, not that he personally is in- 
volved, but people behind him be- 
come exasperated and cut in and 
out. With a higher minimum this 
dangerous practice should be 
strictly enforced and consequent- 
ly the slow driver and weaving 
driver should be penalized. 

It is further suggested to post 
signs on the bridges along the

2. Route marking, North-South 
and East-West, be in the regula- 
tion State prescribed manner, but 
with the exception that colored 
backgrounds made of ‘Scotch 
lite’ or other similar material 
be used. For example, Highway 
41 North to be in blue and High- 
way 41 South in green, Highway 
78 West in red, etc. This would 
facilitate easy recognition for 
through traffic as color is much 
easier to follow than a mass of 
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either four or six lanes as needed. 

Cross traffic should not have 
to cross each other. Considera- 
tion should be given to “Yield” 
signs to replace ‘‘Stop” signs and 
traffic signs. This not only speeds 
up traffic, but is less dangerous. 


thoroughly inspected dnd found 
to be satisfactory, clean and ade- 
quately supervised. We wish to 
make the following specific com- 
ments: 

Fairburn Jail—We commend 
the City of Fairburn on its new 
jail. The appearance and well- 
planned facilities are a credit to 
the County. 


City of Ailanta Jail—We found 
the city jail operated very effi- 
ciently. Actually, it is more of a 
temporary detention institution 
raiher than a jail for an increas- 
ing volume of offenders. Plans 
for the new building addition 
should improve and facilitate 
handling of the volume of pris- 
oners. 


Fulton County Jail—The pres- 
ent building, while structurally 
sound, is not adequate. We urge 
the County Commissioners to pro- 
ceed with all speed on the plans 
and construction of the new coun- 
ty jail. 

Prison Camps—We found the 
facilities and morale of prisoners 
and personnel satisfactory in ev- 
ery respect. Warden Carl Mills 
and his staff are commended for 
their fine program towards re- 
habilitation of prisoners in their 
custody. 

We concur in a previous Grand 
Jury’s recommendation that con- 
sideration be given to furnish- 
ing needy prisoners with a small 
amount of money to tide them 
over the first few days after be- 
ing set free and to cover trans- 
portation to their residence if 
possible. 

WELFARE 

After consultation with the Ad- 
ministrator of the Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare and members of his 
staff, we believe that this de- 
partment is extremely well op- 
erated and is doing an efficient 
job. 
We found that the Fulton Coun- 
ty appropriation for the opera- 
tion of public welfare has not in- 
creased over the past five years 
in proportion to the population 
changes and appears to be fairly 
well stabilized. 

We find that there are many 
cases where public assistance is 
granted on which there should be 
recovery under the Relatives Re- 
sponsibility Law or Lien Laws 
which are already on the statute 
bvoks. Unfortunately these laws 
are so written that there is no 
compulsion on the part of various 
interested parties to institute the 
action and we are informed that 
sc far as the Fulton County De- 
partment is concerned, they have 
never brought a case for recov- 
ery of assistance which had been 
granted. We feel that the Fulton 
County Board of Public Welfare 
should recommend and attempt 
to have passed enforceable and 


effective Relative Responsibility | 


Laws and we urge our members 
of the Legislature to conform in 
this suggestion. We quote perti- 
nent passages from the Relatives 
Responsibility Act. No. 444, under 
head of “Old-Age Assistance”’: 


OLD-AGE ASSISTANCE 
No. 444 (Senate Bill No. 19) 


“An Act to amend an Act, ap- 
1937, 
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from such child or children 
in a civil action provided that 
judgment in the trial court is 
rendered during the lifetime of 
the recipient. It shall be the 
duty of the county department 
to refer to the Director of the 
State Department, or proper 
legal authorities, all cases in- 
volving children who, although 
reasonably able to support 
needy parents receiving old-age 
assistance, are refusing or fail- 
ing to do so. 

“Section 2. From and after 
the passage of this Act it shall 
be the duty of all persons twen- 
ty one years of age or over, of 
sufficient income, after reason- 
ably providing for his own 
family, to provide or assist in 
providing for the support and 
maintenance of his or her moth- 
er or aged or infirm father, he 
or she being then and there in 
destitute or mnecessitious cir- 
cuimstances. 


“Section 3. That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

“Approved Feb. 21, 1951.” 


As can be seen, the above does 
not set forth specifically who 
should be authorized to file suit 
against such children and until 
this Act is amended and clarified, 
it is doubtful if the County can 
recover funds to which it should 
be entitled. 


There are many cases in which 
assistance has been rendered to 
individuals owning real estate. 
Upon their death, this real estate 
passes to their heirs, although un- 
der the laws, the county might 
well have established an enforce- 
able lien and made some collec- 
tion for the assistance rendered. 


Nursing and Boarding Homes 
are not under the direct super- 
vision of the Welfare Depart- 
ment. However, the Welfare De- 
partment places many of its cases 
in these homes and is very con- 
versant with the situation. While 
there have been many rumors 
concerning the operation of such 
homes, there have been no spe- 
cific cases calleJ to the atten- 
tion of the Committee which 
could be investigated. In order 
for these homes to be licensed, 
they must first obtain a permit 
from the Fulton County Health 
Department, and are subject to 
regular examination under their 
usual procedures. These homes 
rate all the way from very good 
to poor, varying in most cases di- 
rectly in proportion to the fees 
charged. Because of financial lim- 
itations, the Welfare Department 
frequently has to recommend or 
use the lower-price homes in 
making their placements. How- 
ever, we are informed that all 
of the homes used meet the min- 
imum requirements set out by 


properly licensed. 

We wish to thank the Admin- 
istrator of the Fulton County De- 
partment of Public Welfare. We 
found Mr. Ellis and all of his 
staff most cooperative. All of 
their records were thrown open 
to us and we weel that the ad- 


is done in an orderly and effi- 
cient manner. 
TAXATION 


We are aware of the growing 
difficulties of the City of Atlanta 
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tainable on the use of fluorides 
for public water supplies. The 
members of the present Grand 
Jury have listened to designated 
representatives of a group of citi- 
zens of this County who oppose 
the use of fluorides in Fulton 
County and City of Atlanta wa- 
ter; and after making a full study 
of the problems, we, the mem- 
bers of the January-February, 
1958, Fulton County Grand Jury, 
wish to go on record as endors- 
ing the recommendations of a 
former Grand Jury, approving 
the use of controlled fluoridation 
for Fulton County and City of 
Atlanta, Georgia, water. 

We further request that the 
proper authorities be immediate- 
ly notified of this action, and 
trust that ways and means will 
be provided, without delay, for 
our citizens to receive the bene- 
fit of fluoridation. 


BUSINESS PRACTICES 


This Grand Jury has worked 
with the Atlanta Better Business 
Bureau in the development of bet- 
ter business practices and ethics. 
We urge the incoming Grand 
Jury to continue to work with 
the Better Business Bureau in the 
elimination of unfair and unethi- 
cal business practices. 

We heartily commend the At- 
lanta Better Business Bureau on 
the fine constructive program 
which they are carrying out. 

SANDTOWN PETITION 

This Grand Jury accepts re- 
ceipt of a petition from the citi- 
zens of a Sandtown Civic group 
requesting additional services in 
that area. This petition will be 
passed on to the next session of 
the Grand Jury. 

It is unfortunate that in an 
emergency there was no official 
in the City of Atlanta who could 
provide assistance in this case. 
There should be some high au- 
thority who could take care of 
matters of this type. 


We urge also that the Fulton 
County Commissioners further in- 
vestigate the need for fire pro- 
tection in the unincorporated 
areas with regard to providing 
such services where feasible. 

LEGISLATION 


We would like to endorse the 
recommendations by previous 
Grand Juries that three particu- 
lar pieces of legislation be pushed 
by our representatives: 

lt. The Grand Jury Extension 
Bill. 

2. A bill to provide that the 
Judge shall fix sentence. 

3. A bill providing that the de- 
fendant in any criminal trial shall 
be sworn in as any other witness 
if he desires to present any facts 
to the Jury. 

SOLICITOR GENERAL 

This Grand Jury wishes to ex-
